CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I 


Name,  Purpose  and  Organization  Year 

Section  1.  The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be,  "Paper  Money  Collec- 
tors of  Michigan. 


The  purpose  of  this  organization  shall  be  ..  

paper  money;  aid  its  members  in  the  acquisition, 


lo  encourage  ana 


Section  2. 

promote  the  study  ^ ^ 

study  and  exhibition  of  this  type  of  material;  to  cultivate  friendly 
relations  among  collectors  and  students;  to  encourage  and  assist  new 
collectors  and  to  foster  the  interest  of  youth  in  the  subject;  to 
demonstrate  the  fact  that  this  is  an  educational,  serious  and  enter- 
taining pursuit. 


Section  3*  The  fiscal  year  for  the  organization  shall  coincide  with 
the  calendar  year. 

ARTICLE  II 


Membership 

Section  1 . The  membership  of  this  organization  shall  be  divided  into 
three  classes— Active,  Honorary  and  Junior. 

Section  2.  The  Active  and  Honorary  members  shall  constitute  the  govern- 
ing body  of  the  organization,  from  which  all  officers  shall  be  chosen. 

Section  3.  The  Honorary  members  shall  comprise  those  who  are  considered 
deserving  of  the  distinctive  title  of  Honorary,  and  have  rendered  the 
organization,  or  the  field  of  Paper  Money,  some  special  service.  Honor- 
ary members  shall  be  elected  only  by  a majority  vote  of  Active  members 
present  at  any  regular  meeting,  but  must  first  be  nominated  by  the  Board 
of  Governors  before  such  election.  An  Honorary  membership  shall  be  con- 
sidered to  be  a paid-up  membership. 

Section  4.  A Junior  membership  shall  be  any  individual  under  eighteen' 
years  of  age.  A Junior  member  shall  have  all  privileges  of  Active  adult 
members,  except  the  right  to  hold  office. 

Section  5-  All  applications  for  membership  shall  bear  the  indorsement 
of  another  member  in  good  standing.,  and  shall  be  submitted  on  forms  pro- 
vided for  by  the  Secretary.  The  date  of  application,  name,  address,  and 
date  of  birth  on  Junior  applications,  shall  appear  on  this  application, 
and  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  regular  one  year's  dues. 

ARTICLE  III 

Initiation  and  Dues 

Section  1 . The  annual  dues  of  the  organization  shall  be  il .00  for  Active 
Adult  memberships,  and  jl .00  for  Junior  memberships.  All  regular  renewal 
of  memberships  shall  be  payable  on  January  1st  of  each  year.  Member- 
ships received  during  the  period  from  October  thru  December  of  one  year 
will  be  considered  a membership  for  the  following  year,  as  well  as  the 
remainder  of  the  year  in  which  application  is  received. 

Section  2.  There  will  be  no  initiation  fee  charged  for  new  members. 

Section  3*  Dues  for  Active  Adult  memberships  and  Junior  memberships 
shall  be  paid  with  application  for  membership. 
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Section  4.  Members  four  months  in  arrears  for  dues  shall  be  dropped  from 
the  rolls.  Any  member  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues  may  be  reinstated 
’within  a period  of  two  years  upon  payment  of  all  arrearages,  provided  no 
charges  are  pending  against  him.  After  said  period  of  two  years,  appli- 
cation for  membership  shall  be  made  in  the  usual  manner. 

ARTICLE  IV  . ‘ 

Officers 

Section  1.  The  elective  officers  of  this  organization  shall  be  Pres,  dent, 
two  Vice-Presidents,  and  Secretary-Treasurer  for  a term  of  one  year. 

Other  elective  officers  shall  be  four  members  to  the  Board  of  Governors. 
The  two  Vice-Presidents  and  the  four  Board  members  have  equal  status, 
and  shall  not  be  numbered. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  a Board  of  Governors  which  shall  consist  of 
the  President,  Immediate  Past-President,  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary- 
Treasurer,  and  the  four  elected  Governors. 

Section  3.  Elected  Governors  shall  serve  for  a period  of  one  year,  or 
until  their  successors  are  duly  qualified  and  elected.  In  the  event  of 
a Governorship  or  office  becoming  vacant  for  any  reason  whatsoever,  such 
vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  action  from  the  remaining  Board  of  Governors, 
and  such  appointee  shall  serve  for  the  duration  of  the  term  of  the  in- 
dividual being  replaced. 

Section  4.  The  officers  and  the  Board  of  Governors  shall  have  the  usual 
duties  delegated  to  their  respective  offices  to  conduct  the  affairs  of 
the  organization,  and  shall  serve  without  compensation. 

Section  5*  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  and  generally 
supervise  all  matters  of  business  in  the  interest  of  the  organization. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President  at  any  meeting,  the  next  highest  officer 
present  shall  preside. 

ARTICLE  V 

Election  of  Officers 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  in  1967,  and  every  year  thereafter,  issue 
a call  for  nominations  of  officers  to  appear  in  the  summer  issue  of  the 
"Rag  ?icker"-the  official  publication  of  the  Society.  Such  nominations 
may  be  made  by  any  member  in  good  standing. 

Section  2.  All  nominations  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be  mailed  to 
the  Secretary,  who  shall  immediately  write  to  the  respective  nominees, 
notifying  each  of. such  nomination,  and  requesting  his  or  her  acceptance 
in  writing. 

Section  3*  Upon  receipt  of  such  nomination  and  acceptance,  the  Secre- 
tary shall  cause  them  to  be  published  in  an  official  publication,  along 
with  a brief  biography,  which  will  include  a record  of  his  service  to 
numismatics. 

Section  4.  The  Secretary  shall  cause  all  accepted  nominations  to  be 
printed  on  an  official  ballot,  and  mail  a copy  with  the  Pail  issue  of 
the  official  publication,  along  with  a return  addressed  envelope  marked 
"Official  Ballot". 

Section  5*  The  envelopes  containing  the  executed  ballots  shall  be  re- 
tained by  the  Secretary,  unopened,  and  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Chair- 
man of  an  Election  Committee.,  just  prior  to  the  business  session  of 
the  Society. 
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Section  6.  In  case  there  are  no  nominations  for  any  particular  office, 
nominations  may  be  made  from  the  floor  of  the  business  session,  providing 
written  acceptance  from  the  nominee  is  filed  with  the  Secretary  immediate- 
ly thereafter. 


Section  7.  The  polls  shall  close  when  the  business  session  of  the  Society 
is  opened  by  the  President,  or  legal  presiding  officer.  The  canvass  of 
the  ballots  shall  be  conducted  by  an  Election  Committee.  Excepting  a 
case  arising  pursuant  to  Section  6 of  this  Article,  only  official  ballots 
may  be  counted. 


Section  3.  All  officers  referred  to  in  Article  IV,  are  to  be  elected  in 
the  above  manner  beginning  in  1 $67 , and  every  year  thereafter.  They  shall 
assume  their  duties  immediately  after  the  final  business  session  of  the 
annual  meeting  is  ended,  and  will  hold  office  until  their  successors  have 
been  duly  elected,  and  declared  installed.

ARTICLE  VI 


Committees  & Appointments 

Section  1 . The  President  may  appoint  such  committees  as  he  deems  necess- 
ary or  proper  for  the  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the  organization.  The 
President  shall  be  considered  an  ex-officio  member  of  all  committees. 

Section  2.  The  President  may  appoint  members  to  act  in  other  capacities 
such  as  Editor,  Sergeant  at  Arms,  Election  Committee,  etc.,  as  is  deemed 
necessary. 

ARTICLE  VII 
Meetings 

Section  1 . The  regular  meetings  of  this  organization  shall  be  held  twice 
each  year  in  conjunction  with  the  Michigan  State  Numismatic  Society  con- 
ventions, plus  other  meetings  as  desired. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  group  may  be  called  by  the  President 
if  desired. 

ARTICLE  VIII 
Amendments 

Section  1 . The  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  only  by  a vote 
of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  and  voting  at  any  regular  meeting. 

Section  2.  All  amendments,  upon  passing,  go  into  effect  immediately. 

Section  3.  No  amendment  to  this  Constitution  shall  be  proposed,  voted 
or  acted  upon,  which  shall  be  in  direct  conflict  with  the  Constitution 
of  the  Michigan  State  Numismatic  Society.

ARTICLE  II 

General  Laws  & Regulations 

Section  1.  No  officer,  committee,  or  member  shall  incur  any  expense  in 
the  name  of  the  organization,  -unless  the  same  has  been  authorized  by  the 
3oard  of  Governors;  except  the  Secretary- Treasurer  or  Editor  may  incur 
any  necessary  nominal  expense  for  the  postage,  expressage  or  printing 
expense  zor  these  offices,  or  for  any  necessary  supplies  needed  by  the 
editor  icr  the  publication  of  the  official  bulletin  of  the  organization. 

Section  3.  The  official  publication  of  the  organization  shall  be  known 
as  "The  Rag  Picker." 

Section  4.  This  organization  shall  operate  as  a non-profit  organization 
ror  the  promotion  of  Paper  Money  collecting  and  other  non-profit  purposes 
and  objectives  of  the  organization,  and  no  part  of  the  income  shall  *. 
inure  to  the  oenefit  of  any  officer  or  member. 

Section  4.  The  3y-Laws  may  be  amended,  and  in  the  same  manner  in  which 
the  Constitution  may  be  amended. 


COLLECTOR  COMPLETES  NOTE  SET 
Daniel  Sheffer 

i began  looking  for  obsolete  and  National  bank  notes  from  Utica,  Ml  eight  years  ago  at  age  19. 
Many  dealers  and  collectors  told  me  that  these  notes  would  be  "too  hard,  and  too  rare"  to 
collect.  They  said  Utica  notes  are  almost  "impossible"  to  find.  Well  I found  them.  In  fact  I have 
found  at  least  one  of  each  denomination!  At  age  27,  my  set  is  COMPLETE  by  denomination! 

My  set  is  the  only  complete  set  of  both  obsolete  and  National  bank  notes  for  Utica  owned  by  a 
single  collector.  My  set  includes:  25  cent,  50  cent,  $1,  and  $2  notes  from  the  Shelby  and  Detroit 
Railroad  Company,  $1,$2,  and  $5  notes  from  the  Bank  of  Utica,  $5  and  $10  notes  from  the  First 
National  Bank  of  Utica. 

My  Utica,  Michigan  collection  also  includes  1976  $2  bills  postmarked  at  Utica,  all  known  Utica 
tokens,  medals,  and  wooden  nickels,  coin  bags  from  Utica  banks,  and  coin  banks  given  out  by 
Utica  banks. 

I continue  to  purchase  any  and  all  Utica  notes,  and  the  other  items  listed  above,  in  any 
condition.  My  goal  is  to  complete  up  to  four  collections  (the  maximum  possible  since  only  four 
$5  National  notes  are  known)  in  my  lifetime. 
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ATTENTION  SMALL  FEDERAL  RESERVE  NOTE  (FRN)  COLLECTORS: 


I am  a single  note  FRN  collector  who  has  been  collecting  since  the  early 
nineties.  A short  time  ago  I decided  to  venture  out  and  try  uncut  sheet 
collecting  for  no  other  reason  than  my  children  and  grand  children  seemed  to 
be  more  interested  and  intrigued  with  the  connecting  notes.  My  children 
think  the  sheets  are  great  and  I can  actually  get  them  to  sit  down  and  discuss 
the  hobby  for  a few  minutes.  I prefer  the  four  note  sheets  to  the  16/32  note 
sheets  because  you  can  store,  protect  and  display  them  more  readily  in  Mylar 
holders  and  notebooks.  It  is  not  an  easy  task  to  find  them  all  and  some  can  get 
expensive  but  I have  had  a ’'ball"  collecting  them. 

As  most  of  you  know  who  collect  single  notes  you  can  do  the  same  for  sheets. 
You  can  collect  series  sets,  district  sets,  star  sets,  complete  block  sets  and 
denomination  collecting.

192  - $1  uncut  sheet  blocks  starting  from  the  1981  series  to  present  day. 

56  - $2  uncut  sheet  blocks  starting  from  the  1976  series  to  present  day. 

19  - $5  uncut  sheet  blocks  starting  from  the  1995  series  to  present  day. 

7 - $10  uncut  sheet  blocks  starting  from  the  1995  series  to  present  day. 

6 - $20  uncut  sheet  blocks  starting  from  the  1996  series  to  present  day. 

4 - $50  uncut  sheet  blocks  starting  from  the  2004  series  to  present  day.
